"The object of my devotion, up to my being almost a woman, 
ks my father. I lived to please him, and just as when you love 
bd, you strive to do daily and hourly those things whieii you 
pUeve are well pleasing to Him, so did 1 try heart and soul to 
"^ease my father by making progress in my studies, for it was the 
|rt of my development which he looked upon with most inter- 
.•wind to which lie devoted most care. I have him to thank for 
lat, hut, although we children — I was the eldest of four — ^wcre 
rought up pretty strictly on conventio.ial lines, yet from my 
resent standpoint, I must consider that I grew up thoroughly 
lorldly.' 

"I lost my mother at the age of ten, and it may he that this 
ass helped to make my thoughts of God and eternity miserable 
|nd funereal. When I thought of the religious life at all. I 
Jiought of it as the most doleful e.xisleute imagtuable, and I just 
gentred my whole being on my .<;f.iiriie.s, to please my father. 

"I was fifteen wiien I went from niy home in South vVales to 
lohool. There I remained for three and a half years, and, being 
llose to the Crystal Palace, I attended the School of Art there 
|ir painting and music and other artistic subjects, and I may say 
Jilso that 1 had a secret ambition to be a doctor.

"Do not imagine that I despise coirflrmation. I do not. If it

"I do not know what it was in my nature that repfllled this 
criticism. It was no kindly prejudice in favour of the -^-rmy, for 
the simple reason that I had never heard of it before. I think, 
perhaps it was the touch of humour in the lines, and their un- 
doubted common sense and, straightforward way of saying a 
thing, which appealed (o me, and I thought it was the most sen-, 
sible hymn I had seen for a long time. 

"That was my introduction to The Salvation Army. It was 
a very casual one, but it made an impression upon my mind, and ' 
presently I surprised my friends by going to hear Mrs. Booth 
preach in the Steinway Hall. Now one would naturally suppose, 
looking at. the direction in which my life has developed that I 
should remember every word almost that Mrs. Booth said on that 
occasion. Yet the truth is I do not remember a single word. 
Perhaps, with having hithcrt-o associated The Salvation Army 
with work amongst the very dregs of society, I was chiefly sur- 
prised at the beautiful tone of Mrs. Booth's voice, and with the 
fact that she was very evidently a lady. I remember pitying Miss 
Booth, who was sitting behind hor mother, because I thought she 
was forced to wear The Salvation Army costume and bonnet! I 
wondered if she felt rebellious, although I had to confess that 
she did not look so. Whcn'she sang my heart went out to her 
wholly, and I think, in this mectnig. Miss ^^Boolli's singing made a 
greater impression upon me than Mrs. Booth's preaching, for it 
was thwi that the SRrious thoughts which my conflrmation had 
brought to my mind were revived. 

"I enjoyed the service. There was no doubt about that; and 
when Mrs, Booth invited us to go and see the work of the Army 
ill a less fashionable quarter, I determined to go. I got a Cousin 
of mine to take me to a meeting at Whitecliapel on Eas'i.er Mon- 
day. Again it v.'as not the more formal and usual appeals wtiicli 
touched iiic, but the simple testimony of a poor servant girl.'iilie 
had 110 eloquence, but such as she had, it went straight to my 
.heart. 

A (iltUAT (.I'HEAVAL. 

"1 suppose I must always have been sensitive to the deeper 
prolitems of life and death, and I think now that this fact »r- 
coiints for my early endeavour to be wholly indifferent and not 
even to pray. I remember that I used to ask God, in my matter- 
of-fact manner, if I had a soul that He would relieve me of it, so 
as to avoid the responsibility of immortality. That fact proves 
that I had a good big Pilgrim's burden on my back, even if I had 
not wholly recognized the fact. 

"Now the gist of this girl's testimony was that once she was 
under the fear of death, but that since she had become' recoiicit-- 
ed to God tbe thought of dea"- ' ad lost its terrors, and had be- 
come ral.hp.r a source of joy. .A? she spoke I felt that I would give 
all I held dear for such au assurance as this. But I didn't get it 
that iiigbt. 1 went away greatly troubled in spirit. I know I 
should iiovPi' ho. the same again. A great iiphoaval had taken 
place in my most inmost being, and, itideed, the upheaval was 
taking place still . But after the earthquake and the storm came 
"the still, small voice," for on the day but one following — on the 
Wednesday— 1 wont again ,and heard. Mrs. Booth, and at that 
meeting 1 was converted. 

"1 am sure there is nothing niore helpful at the commeuce- 
me nt of the tlhristian life than a full, clear, hold confession he- 
fore men— and wCiAcn. I think Vprv often all one's Christian life 
is, as Shakespeare says, "beund jn shallows CTid in -miserie.^' 
just for lack of that first outspoken avowal.

Have You Got It? 




jE do not disparage 
other kinds of power, 
but for spiritual v/ork 
spiritual power is the 
first and indispens- 
able qualification. Christianity 
invites and consecrates every 
gift of God, and every grace and 
art of which man is capable. No- 
where does human ability find 
such sublime inspiration and 
such lofty exercise ys in the ser- 
vice of God. All natural gifts are 
good, when lost in the great pur- 
pose of the Gospel, but Ihoy are 
perilous if depended upon instead 
of the Hoiy Ghost. Said liie late 
Mrs. Booth: "The history of the 
Church proves that jusi, iu de- 
gree as slie has come to have the 
buniai; siie has censed to have 
faith in the supernatural." Paul 
writes: "Our Gospel came not 
unto you In word only, but also 
in power and in the Holy Ghost.'- 
And again he says: "My speech 
and my preaching was not with 
enticing words of man's wisdom, 
but in demoslrafion of the Spirit 
and in power." If uunibors and 
prestige decline, it is vain to re- 
sort to external aids and ap- 
pliances. The work is spiritual, 
and only spiritual power can ac- 
complish it. 

The mighty victories of Ihe 
early Church were won in Ihe 
power of the Holy Ghost, and 
this, and this only, is the essen- 
tial of Christianity as an all-con- 
quering power in the world. 

-2v-ei'ythiiigL without this avails 
nothing, bnt 'wiftitriis. our weak- 
ness is linked to OmnipOiijncc, 
and all things arc possible. We 
know of nothing else that is need- 
ed. Our machinery is well-nigji 
perfect. We have wealth, social 
status, educational advantages, 
printing-presses, Bible and Tract 
Societies, and Chri-stinn legisla- 
tion on our .side. The whole 
world is open to us. Nothing is 
wanted for the grand consumma- 
tion of our work in the wofld 
but the baptism of fire. Pente- 
costal power will bring Pente- 
costal results. 

Is there not an experience for 
us, similar in kind and degree to 
that experienced by the apostles? 
We say similar in kind, because 
the real secret of the mighty 
change in the character and con- 
duct of the apostles was not in 
the power of speaking with ton- 
gues, nor in the power to work 
miracles, but in the possession 
of the Holy Spirit Himself. Pow- 
er dwells in a person, and tJiat 
person is God the Holy Ghost. 
He does not hire out His attri- 
butes, us some vainly imagine; 
He comes lo our hearts Himself. 
To receive Him iri His fulness is 
to receive power.' His gifts vary ■ 
with the ages, sometimes bestow- 
ed, aiiu SOmOliulCS Withheld. Hi!; 
admini5it>utioiis diner aucurding 
to the needs of the Church and 
the times, but He Himself re- 
mains the same. "I will pi'uy the 
Father, and He shall give you 
another Comforter; that He may 
abide with you for ever." The 
same power -must, therefore, be 
possible, to us which v/as receiv- 
ed by the apostlea on and after 
the day of Ponle:Cost. We are 
still in the dispensation of the 
Spirit. The might of God was 

'not- exhausted at Pentecost, That 



was simply a specimen day; aq 
earnest and pledge of a still full- 
er manifestation of God to men. 
The promise stili stands, "I will 
pour out My Spirit upon alt 
flesh." 

The experience of the late D. 
L. Moody, of America, is very 
striking. We give it in his own 
words: "When 1 was preaching 
in Farwell Hall, in Chicago, I 
never worked harder to prepare 
my f;orinons than I did then. I 
preached and preached; but il 
was beating against the air. A 
good woman used to say: 'Mr. 
Moody, you don't seem to have 
power in your preaching.' Oh, 
my dc;sii-e vvas that I might have 
a fresh anointing! I requested 
ihi?; woniitiraiid a few others to 
come and pray with me every 
Friday at four o'clock. Oh, how 
pitcoiisly 1 prayed that God might 
fill the empty vessel! After the 
fifo il! Chicago, I was in New 
York City, and going into the 
Bank on Vl'all Street, il seemed 
as if I felt a strange and mighty 
power coining over mu. I wont 
up to the hotel, and there in my 
room 1 wept before God, and 
cried. 'Oh, my God, stay Thy 
hand." He gave me such fulness 
that it seemed more than I could 
contain. May (iod forgive me if 
I should seem to speak- in a 
boastful way; but I do nof'Anow 
that I have preached a sermon 
since but God has given me some 
soul. I would not be back where 
1 was four years ago for all the 
wealth of the world, i seem a 

.wonder to some of you; but I am 
a grcater'^Vmder to myself than 
to any one else*.. These are the 
very same sermons i ^preached 
at Chicago, word for word. They 
are not new sermons; but the 
power of God. It is not a nr vv 
Gospe!: but the old Gospel with 
the Holy Ghost of power." 

Such is Mr, Moody's account 
of the anointing which made him 
what he was. Nothing else can 
make a man so powerful and 
glorious in his life and history. 
The wonder is that any Christian 
worker can be content to work 
without it. Much better would it 
be for tiie world if the Church 

-would cease making weak efforts 
for its salvation and wait upon 
God, until it is endowed with this 
power from on high. With it 
wc shall accomplish more in one 
year than in a hundred years of 
working in our own strength.

SALVATION ARMY OF WHICH MRS. BOOTH IS THE

T is all done very 
quietly and unosten- 
tatiously, this work of 
mercy and compas- 
sion, and the public 
are less aware of it than of many 
branches of the Army's work. 
But if you happen to walk along 
the Strand, or a much-frequented 
West End street any evening 
after dark, you may sec women 
with genlte, motherly faces, 
overshadowed by The Salvation 
Army poke-bonnet, stand or walk 
quietly about, their watchful 
eyes on the passing crowd. They 
do not interfere aggressively in 
cases where interference would 
plainly be useless or worse than 
useless. But no girl or woman, 
gaily dressed and obviously find- 
ing her horrible "trade" difticult 
lo ply, is allowed to be there long 
wilhout a word of invitation, or 
of advice from the sweet-voiced 
women who come not with warn- 
ing words only, but with ofTers 
of imnicdialc praclioal help. 

In all parts of London and 
other large lowns the rescuers 
are at v.'orlc with iinlnilc p;; 
ticncc and wilh a roiiragc which 
can only be realized by those 
who know how liidorly and an- 
grily interfere ncv3 with this form 
of human dcgraiialion is resent- 
ed ,by tlioso ooiuti.M'ned in the 
white slave trade. 

Out of the rescue M'ork have 
grown many other branches of 
work by women for women. ■ Ine- 
briates' Homes, for instance, arc, 
ainsi only a iifilmal oulcome of 
homes for fallen women, since 
prostitution and the vice ot/.v-- 
iempcrance go almost invariably 
hand in hand. When the Army's 
drink cui'ijs proved ns sunccssful 
as its cures of immorality, it re- 
ceived .many applicaLionj [or the 
fpontmos "»? t'jf women who had 
given y%^'lo drink, but had not 
otherwise lived vicious lives. 
This led lo the establishment of 
IriKln-iiites' Homes for various 
classes of .society, and here again 
the battle is fought with daunt- 
less courage, unfailing patience, 
and joyous hope and faith. 

A single day's experience at 
these places of refuge reveals a 
world of strange and pathetic 
romance, and when you have 
been allowed to look beh' 1 the 
scenes into some of the fragedies 
brought to (ho Homes, it seems 
as if the curse of drink were in- 
deed the greatest oi' a!! the evils 
that have fallen upon humanity. 
The folio wi Jig are iv^o typical 
cases. 

There was brought into the 
Inebriates' Home which is set 
apart for geiiiiewumeil iCCuslOui- 
ed lo the refinement of comfort- 
able home-life, a lady hearing a 
well-known name. Upon her dis- 
torted face there were still traces 
of her great beauty, which, how- 
ever, at the age of twenty-seven 
seemed a thing entirely of the 
past. A few years previous, when 
she took honours as a classical 
student, her life had in, it the 
promise of special distinction. 
But deep' .beneath the smiling 
surface there lay ..the dejnoa of 



inherited intemperance. Her 
parents were dead, and she ruled 
over the household of her bro- 
ther in a West End mansion. 
There the tendency lo drink be- 
gan slowly grad daily to assert 
itself. Again and again, afler an 
outbreak of the vice, she regain- 
ed her self-control. But the 
pauses between Itie outbursts be- 
came shorter, and presently she 
disappeared from her brother's 
house, and vanished till, after 
some lime, she was discovered in 
abject poverty and depravity. 
•The brother then took her to the 
Salvation Army Home, an object 
30 pitiful, so forsaken, that the 
very thought of her still drives 
the tears into the eyes of those 
who saw her. They had (o cut 
the poor rags hanging round her 
piecemeal oft her wasted body; 
she seemed scarcely human in 
her hulplossiioss and depravity. 

Among her garnienls lliei-e v.us 
an arlicle of which no one could 
gunss the use or moaning. It 
was a long coat, but it was as 
heavy as a coat of mail, and so 
caked with layers of mud that it 
wa.s hard and still' as cardboard. 
In order lo see what it was and 
whcliier it could be made use of, 
someone nt ilie ITomo soaked a 
corner of it and fonnd Hint it was- 
made of sealskin. It was then 
.sent (o a furrier, and when, with 
great care and trouble, it had 
been clciiiicd, it reappeared as a 
magiiiiicGnt sealskin coat. 

The girl, once in the shelter of 
the Home was gontip and Ij';ic(,- 
able, and^at lh£ cri.d_of mondis 
01 Iroalmcnt she left to reJ^-^J 
her brother at his home. There 
seemed then every prospect that 
Iho oure \vuuld be eompjotc and 
permanent. But when the bro- 
ther was warned that he -must 
be careful for some lime io come 
to keep temptation from her by 
bani.ching intoxicaling driiA from 
his house and his tabic, he de- 
clined indignantly, saying he was 
was not prepared to "inflict to- 
tal abslincnee'' on his friends.. 
And so the girl, having come 
through the ordeal, was, while 
yet her strength was, imtricd as 
she re-entered life, confronted 
again by the terrible temptation, 
with no one lo watch over her, 
to plead with her when the weak 
moment came. So far she had 
not failed, but whether she will 
have the strength to go on no 
one can tell. 

But the cases of doubtful suc- 
cess are rare, and those of com- 
plete recovery are many. Take, 
for instance, that of the daughter 
of ■ an eminent phy-sieian. After 
a few years of married life she 
began to drink, first secretly and 
occasionally, till the habit grew, 
and it became a daily oecurrencej 
arid till the home of .which she 
had been the centre was turned 
into' a haunt flf misery and- de- 
spair. When she had ruined it, 
and the husband and children 
had to separate from her^ the un- 
fortunate woman sank deeper, 
and deeper, and finally disap- 
peared for a time. Then, through 
.one of her friends, the. Salvation 
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Army heard of the ease. They 
found her in a seaside lodging- 
house, lying on a bed of rags, 
sodden with drink, and about 
her, the bare back room, lay the 
ompty bottles the fumes of whlcii 
filled Ihe room with their sick- 
ening poison. They took her 
away with them there and then, 
and in the shelter of their Home . 
they kept her many months, till 
by slow and painful degrees she 
learnt lo overcome the wild crav- 
ing for intoxicating drink. Then 
she was sent home, and the six 
years that have elapsed since she 
was given back to her husband 
and her childreji have shown 
thai her cure is periiiftnent. 
Nover once has she forgotten the 
vows she made to God, to her- 
self, and to those who helped her'' 
to fight against the strong pas- : 
sion, and on the ruins of the old 
home has been built one of . 
which she is the gracious aW- ,, 
beloved centre. " '*' 

.4nother part of the work in . 
which the Light Brigade is en- 
gaged is that at the Women's 
Hotels, where homeless girls and 
women are lodged and fed at all 
but nominal charges. In the 
course of one year (IflOO) no less 
Ihau 200,000 entries wore rcgia- 
torod in these refuges in which 
all sorts of sad and tired crea- 
tures arc received. Into them 
linip and toller Vvomcn on the 
verge of old age, before whom 
only the gates of the dreaded 
workhouse, yawn; they earn a 
few pence by rng-pieking, sell- 
ing matches and newspapers,. or, 
as [hey themselves put it, by 
'•Jiving out of their aprons" — 
thai is to say, by collecting what- 
ever scraps they can find 2nd by 
soiling them in lieavcu kn 
what m.irket of Undergrr: 
London. -rimm 

Women whose husbands fiURN, 
lost their work and whose Jiomi,

^Voinen's Hotels, It is a good re- 
cord to look back upon, that dur- 
ing one year 4,800 of the starv- 
ing guests who entered the gale^ 
of these "Metropoles" should 
have been -assisted in various 
ways. 

Yet another, and a most im- 
portant lealuro of this braneh of 
the Army's usefulness is the Ma- 
ternity Hospiial, which receives 
girls and women the apprnach- 
i!ig birth of whose flr^t babies is. 
expected witii dread and appre- 
. hension. The majority of them 
would drift into dark and evil 
places, whence there woiild be 
no return, if the Army did not 
receive and shelter them and do 
its utmost to counteract the sin- 
ful past. At the Maternity Homo 
the young mothers have the 
chance of le-arniug to earn a'liv- 
nig for themselves and their 
illegitimate infants; attempts are 
made to find the fathers of the 
children and to- make them help 
to pay for the maintenance of 
their ofTspring, and those who
